The ‘sections of the act relative to registered 
lettérs. and money orders apply to the office 
delivery only and are tobe enforeed upon direct 
orders of the postmaster general, The’ term 
“lottery,” as in the act, embraces all kinds of 
schemes, general or local; for the distribution of 
prizes by lot.or chance, such as giit exhibitions, 
enterprises, concerts, raffles, or drawing 
of prizes in money or property at fairs. Hence 
letters, postal cards, a eirenlars concerning 
them, and newspapers, pamphiets, and other pub- 
lications containmg advertiscments of them, are 
unmaiiable, 

The act applies to the foreign as well as doines- 
tic mail. The instractions close with a notice 
that the postinasters and other poste: officials and 
employes are expected to te diligent in carrying 
out instructions fot the cnftorcement of the act.

They had 
rocoived that no bills should pass that did not 
meet with their approval, and they stood 
entrenched behind a century of custom which, 
for the last ten years at least, had grown werse 
every minute of time.

Joseph Greeves, 
editor of The Uatholie Knight, and all who-in 
any way aid him, whether by being employed by 
him as editors, writers, distributors, or any work 
whatever, also ail Who subscribe to the paper 
and all who having paid subscriptions receive 
the paper, and also all who receive it free, or 
who, directly or indirectly, support or en- 
courage the paper, or whoin any way aid or 
abet, or encourage, or counsel said Catholic 
Knight in its course of scandal, and falsehood 
and contempt of law and authority. The order 
has created much excitement among the 
Catholics.

Mackey’s Mission of 


Mercy. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., October 3.—[{Special.]—Cap- 
tain Nelson Mackey, a millionaire gentleman of 
this city, has just returned from a mission of 
charity. Several months ago ho learned, through 
a wealthy Chicago manufacturer, named Morris, 
that there was a youth, a distant relative of Mor- 
tis, serving a four-years’ term in the Texas peni- 
tentiary for forging a check for $25. The name of 
the prisoner is Reese, and he isa son of wealthy 
English parents, but so felt his disgrace that he 
had not written them since his downfall. Captain 
Mackey wrote to the young man’s relatives in Eng- 
land and secured documents proving his previous 
goo character. Armed -with these, he called on 
Governor Ross and requested Reese’s pardon. The 
pardon was granted, and Captain Mackey went to 
the prison and notified Reese of his freedom. He 
then took him to Chicago, where he secured him 
a respoiible position as draughtsman in a large 
establisament.

New York, October 3.—Futures opened at three 
points decline, closing quiet but firm at one to 
two points decline from yesterday’s closing prices.

THE SOLDIER WARMLY WELCOMED. 


Distinguished Federal Generals Greet Their 
Old Comrade—The Collector of the 
Pert Extends Welcome. 


New York, October 3..—-The revenue cutter 
Cushman, with Collector Erhardt, General 
Daniel Buttertield, General O. O. Howard, 
General E. D. Keyes, General Fitzjohn 
Porter, General H. W. Slocum, General W. 
B. Franklin, General John Newlin, J. G.

GREETING THE FRENGEEN. 

The Germanic was boarded “off Staten 
island, and the Comte, surrounded dy his 
party, was waiting for the old war horses on 
the quarter deck. General Butterfield, an 
old friend and comrade-at-arms of the comte, 
greeted him very cordially. The comte, in 
very good English, saidan greeting: 

“It is very kind of y6u to come down -here 
to see me, and it makes the occasion vory 
pleasant. I think it very kind of you to 
bring so many old familiar faces from among 
the Arniy of the Potomac.’”’ 

Collector Erhardt, on being presented to the 
conte, said: 

“T am instructed by the president and gov- 
ernment to welcome you to these shores, and 
to extend to you every courtesy.” 

The comte replied as follows: 

“I thank you very much for the honor, and 
I am giad to make another visit to America. 
I appreciate the great honor conferred on me 
by the president.’’ 

THE COMTE AND FITZJOHN. PORTER. 

General Fitzjohn Porter was then greeted 
by the comte, anil the words uttered by him go 
to show how mu@® he is interested in America 
and how fully acquainted he is with A:nerican 
affairs.

A Sensational Development in South Caro- 
lina Politics. 

SPARTANBURG, 8. C. October 3.—[Special.]— 
More developments and revelations take place in 
politics with cach succeeding day. There was a 
mass meeting held in the city tonight, at which 
many speeches were made for Duncan, but de- 
cidediy the sensation of the occasion was pro- 
duced when Dr. R. M. Smith, a farmer candidate, 
an allianceman and a political chum of Candidate 
Shell, was called on for an address. 

At the first call he arose, and asked was there a 
stenographer present. Being informed there was 
not, he declined to speak until one was sent 
for. Mr. W. A. Law, court stenogropher 
for tue fourth district, was sent 
for, and arrived in about halfan hour. Dr. Smith 
then made along talk. He said he was a friend of 
Shell's. and was not there with the intention of 
injuring him. but that he felt it his duty to state 
his reasons for opposing his former co-worker in 
the former’s movement. Before entering this 
race for congress he had gone to She!! and asked 
him did he intend to become a candidate, and 
Shell replied that he did not, and would not run 


- under any circumstances ; yet within 
three days his name was announced. 
But he would not say from this 


reason that Shell had no right torun. There 
were other and better reasons why aj] true mren 
should oppose him. Shell had written to Dr. 
Mauldin, a gy him to becomea candidate, 
and pledging Mau'din his (Shell’s) support should 
herun. Yet after Mauldin came out as an alli- 
ance candidate, Shell came out and opposed him 
with all his power. More than this, at that 
famous caucus in Columbia, Shell had told Dr. 
Smith that he did not wish the nomination, and 
would not accept it on any terins, 
but within three days his name was 
in the race for congress. But perhaps the sound- 
est reason why Shell should not be elected was 
that he had, in’ta measure, betrayed the Farmers’ 
Alliance, inasinuch as he refused to support the 
subtreasury bill, unless it and the constitution of 
the United States were changed to suit the notions 
of G. W. Shell. Could any true democrat or alli- 
anceman support a candidate who would do these 
things. Dr. Smith’s speech has produced a great 
sensation throughout the city and will be the 
topic of conversation all over the state to- 
morrow. He and Shell have been the 
closest friends, and both are leading men in the 
alliance and farmers’ movement. The speech will 
be worth many hundreds of yotes to Duncan in 
the primary of November 7th, and may even re- 
sult in his election.

THE PASTOR'S CRIME. 


THE JURY BRINGS IN A VERDICT 
AGAINST REV. PETER ROBERTS.

THE BETRAYAL OF ANNIE HUSABOE. 


The Termination of the Trial Has Caused a 
Great Sensation in Scranton— What 
Was Proven by Witnesses. 


Scranton, Pa., October 3.—One of the most 
sensational cases eyer heard in the courts of 
this (Lackawanna) county, ended today when 
the jury in the breach of promise case of 
Annie Husaboe against Kev. Peter Roberts, of 
the Plymouth Congregational church, came in 
with a verdict of $3,000 damages for the 
woman. The case, fruitful with surprising 
devglopments, created a great sensation 
among the church-going people of the city. 
The deacons of Mr. HKoberts’s church clung to 
him and believed in him during the four years 
in which the case has been pending in court, 
but the evidence giver’ has stunned them, and 
in case the young man does not voluntarily 
withdraw from the pastorate of the church, 
his resignation wil] be promptly demanded. 

THE STORY TOLD. 

Roberts isa graduate of Yale; met Miss 
Husaboe, at New Haven, in 1886, wood, won 
and betrayed her. When she demanded im- 
mediate marriage tocompensate forher shame, 
he suggested a criminal operation, which she 
finally consented to. While she was recover- 
ing from this, he fled to Wales, whither she 
followed him. There, he renewed his promise 
to marry her, which had been given in 
America, and both returned to the United 
States. 3 

After further complications, Roberts abso- 
lutely refused to fulifili his promise, anda 
criminal case instituted against him which 
was never passed. Roberts’s attorney made 
overtures for a settlement and once offered 
$1,000 to that end, but Miss Husaboe would 
not consider it, although she once declared she 
wouid accept $200 a year. 

While these negotiations were in progress, 
Roberts married some one elise. When the 
case caine to trial yesterday it was learned that 
Roberts was in hiding, and Miss Husaboe 
could not appear owing toa nervous attack. 
The evidence for the plaintiff was very dam- 
aging. Attorney C. R. Pitcher and Dr. Hand 
both testitied that Roberts confessed to them 
the betrayal and his violation of his promise to 
marry the woman. 

EXTRACTS FROM HIS LETTERS. 

Letters from Koberts to the woman were pro- 
duced, in one of which he says: 

I feel exceedingly glad you are safe through, 
but it req. ices great care for some time. It was 
hard undoubtediy, but the best thing to do. 

He ends the letter, containing thisremark, 
with the sentence: 

May the blessing of heaven follow you. 

In another letter he says: 

If the wor'd isto know what was between me 
and you, it will befall three others with myself. 

It is said that Pastor Roberts deceived his 
counsel, as well as the woman and his church, 
for they presented no testimony in defense of 
the charges. 

MISS HUSABOE’S HISTORY. 

While in New Haven, Miss Husaboe was 
employed as a domestic by Ole Bull the violin- 
ist. Atthe trialit was insinuated that she 
masqueraded under the name of Anderson in 
Madison, Wis.. and that she brought a breach 
of promise suit there against Lars Jarda, and 
that she was at one time an inmate of an in- 
sane asylum. 

During the six years of her residence here 
her conduct has been singular. She bas been 
a rezuiar attendant at Roberts’s echureh, has 
moaned and weptin her pew, while he was 
preaching, and once seated herself beside his 
wife and proceeded to discuss the details of 
the scandal in which she was involved until 
the inuocent wife fled froin her presence.

And Brought Disgrace Upon His Own 
Family. 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., Octeber 3.—\Special.}j— 


Wiliam Wright, an auctioneer, was found dead 
in his roomin this city this morning. Wrizht 
had been drinking recently, and some say to 
excess.

Thence they went 
to the Western Union building, of which 
they made a tour to the branch 
works of the Brush Electric Light Company, 
in Elizabeth street, and the Edison works in 
Thirty-sixth street. They also examined 
several of the manholes on the subway system, 
the workings of which were fully explained by 
Mr. Wheeler. After the reading of Mr. Had- 
field’s paper in Chickering hall, J. E. Stead, 
of Middiesboro, England, commented upon it 
at some length, and the meeting adjourned. 
Several local excursions were arranged for the 
delegates in the afternoon. A large party 
went by the steamer Laura M. Starin to the 
Del La Vergne. refrigerating works and 
Washington bridge, on Harlem river.

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A Man Who Means Basiness. 

Governor Campbell, of Ohio, is a model 
democratic governor. He is a man who 
means business, and is no respecter of per- 
sons, where the interests of the people are 
concerned. A dishonest democrat and a 
dishonest republican are alike to him, and 
he does not condemn the one and show & 
partisan leaning to the other. He accepted 
the high office whose honors he wears 80 
worthily as a sacred trust, and he holds 
every man who is in authority under him to 
a strict account of his stewardship. 

There are, on the board of public improve- 
ments in Cincinnati, four democrats and 
one republican. Governor Campbell ap- 
pointed them, and had faith in their in- 
tegrity. But recently charges of corruption 
have been made against them, and the gov- 
ernor ordered an investigation. One of the 
members of this board, who is a democrat, 
hearing of these charges, sent the following 


dispatch to the governor: 

The evening papors here publish what purports 
so be an official statement from you, in which you 
charge crookedness in the board of public im- 
provements. Do you charge me with any crovuk- 
edness? Answer at once. 

This was intended as a ‘‘feeler;’’ but the 
democrat in question did not anticipate the 
scathing reply which the governor made, 
which was as follows: 

Replying to your telegram, whercin you peremp- 
torily demand to know if I charge you with what 
you term crookedness, I beg to say that I have not 
charged you with anything, but I beheve you to 
be dishonest, and that opinion is concurred in by 
every citizen of Cincinnati whom I have seen or 
from whom I have heard within the last month. 
Whehever I have official charges to make against 
you or the board of public improvements in the 
city of Cincinnati, I will select my own time and 
place, and my own medium of communicating the 
Same tothe public. Inthe meantime, I demand 
your resignation from said board, to be placed in 
my hands before noon of Monday next. 

Strictly business! With this Ohio gov- 
ernor there is no middle ground; a rogue is 
a rogue, and the democratic head falls be- 
neath the same stroke that severs the repub- 
lican. That is the kind of governor Ohio 
has needed all along; a man who knows no

party where the welfare of the state is con- 
cerned—who is a slave tono one and noth- 


ing save duty. 
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Prohibition in Kansas. 

They are having trouble in Kansas over 
the prohibition law. In Leavenworth county, 
writs were recently granted to the city 
marshal, under the nuisance clause of the 
prohibitory law, empowering him to search 
all places where intoxicating liquors were 
sold and to seize the furniture and build- 
ings. 

Itis said that the marshal is a strong pro- 
hibitionist. One night he started on his 
rounds, with a squad of police at his back, 
entered the house of one Billings, who had 
been selling liquor, took possession of it and 
turned the man’s family into the street— 
where they were huddled together, homeless 
and shelterless. 

But this city marshal was not satisfied 
with the seizure of one ordinary dwelling 
house. He next turned his attention to one 
of the largest hotels in the city, where, it is 
said, liquor was sold. So he went over 
and seized that also, as town property and 
turned the proprietor out of doors, 

In great straits, the man, thus: suddenly 
bereft of his property, sought the county 
judge and begged him not to deprive his 

wife and children of ahome. So the judge 
issued a restraining order for the present, as 
the man claims the Kansas exemption on a 
homestead. 

This is certainly a novel way to stop the 
liquor traffic. The people should respect 
the law and not lay themselves liable to-its 
penalties. But that is a hard and ist un- 
feeling law which empowers. its officers to 
confiscate the proper of’offenders and turn 
weak women and lielpless children out on 
the streets at will. 


Queer Drinks in Dry Counties. 


The local option law being in effect in 
nearly a hundred countics in Georgia, has 
been the cause of introducing some queer 
and heretofore tnheard-of drinks. This 
is not the fault of the law, for in most 
counties where prohibition exists the peo- 
ple appear to be pleased with the results 
and their votes tellin no uncertain terms 
whenever elections are held that they prefer 
for their respective counties to remain dry. 

It is said that the amount of cider sold in 
Georgia is simply immense, and the ques- 
tion often arises, where does the frnit come 
from to make the endless supply of peach, 
apple, grape and crab ciders that are gulped 
down in prohibition counties? The kegs all 
Bear the mark of Geoorgia manufacture and 
it makes no difference with the supply 

- whether there is a failure in the fruit crop 
or not. The cider gets there just the same. 
To many, cider is but a tame bev , but 
the old toper has discovered that the addi- 
‘tion of two ounces of alcohol, procured from 
the drug stores, added to a glass of cider, 
makes a solid and substantial drink, which 
they term a ‘‘stone fence,”’ 

It would astonish any baker or confec- 
tioner in Atlanta to notice the immensity of 
«the sales of extract of lemon in some _locali- 
ties. The extract most in demand is not of 
the purest character, but consists of two 
ounces of alcohol slightly flavored with 
demon, put up in two-ounce vials. The man 
with a depraved taste who is willing to 
drink anything, just so it will intoxicate, 
takes a bottle of this extract and puts it in 


a giass of cider and drinks it. The effect is 


said to be exhilarating in the highest 
Moxie, known in Atlanta as a \scothing 
nervine, is brought into use in a different 
way in some places. To each bottle of 
moxie two ounces of alcohol is added and 
drink is produced that will yze 
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favorite, but in some sections its use became 
so extensive that local laws were enacted 
prohibiting its sale. Asasummer medicine, 
properly used, Jamaica ginger is a good 
thing to have about the house, but as a 
beverage it is more dangerous to the human 
system than any kind of whisky. 

Ginger and cherry tonics “are great 
favorites in some towns and the grocers 
find ready sale for them. In nearly every

LADIES’ MEMORIAL. 


The Work of a Noble Band of Women in 
a Good Cause. 

The Ladies’ Memorial Association ! 

There is no nobler band of devoted workers 
than this. 

Theirs isa work that appeals to all that is most 
precious in the memories of the southland, and 
they are slowly but sureiy carrying out the glorious 
project for which they are banded together. 

Sometime ago they set about the task of orect- 
ing a fitting memorial to commemorate the ser- 
vices of the dead heroes, who sleep beneath the 
sod, and who gave up their lives for the cause and 
the country to them dearer than life itself. 

At their last meeting they made another move- 
ment to forward this design, and adopted the plan 
of erecting several marble shafts to’ commemo- 
rate the death of those soldiers whose names have 
been preserved, but the iocality of whose places 
of sepulture gre unknown. Many of these brave 
men died in®spitals, and the simpte headboards 
that were set up to mark their graves have rotted 
away. 

The American Marble Company submitted a 
plan to the ladies for the shafts, that 
are to be nine and a half feet high and octagonal 
inshape. Each of these shafts will contain 600 
names, andit will take four of them to contain the 
names of those whose graves are nameless. 

The ladies of the association have only funds 
suflicient to erect one of the shafts at present, but 
they have gone bravely to work and will erect 
that one as seon as possible; and then they will 
keep persevering until not a soldier who sleeps 
beneath the green turf in Oakland will be uare- 
membered. 

lt is a work of patriotic love and devotion, 
as enduring as the marble on which those 
honored naines are carved, and those in charge of 
it deserve the support and assistance of all who 
have not forgotten the noble deeds and the patri- 
see sacrifices of those who fought and died for

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, October 3.—The stock market 
today presented the old spectacle of intense dull- 
ness in the general list, but comparative activity 
in spots, which were the special object of bear 
attacks, and while materia! declines were forced 
in those few stocks, comparative firmness ruled 
where quotations were left to take care of them- 
selves.

Mr. Weeks, who is employedin the store, 
and who was‘in another. portion of the build- 
ing, heard the reportand ranin the direction 
He found George leaning 
against the counter, his hands pressed tightly 
against his abdomen, and the revolver lying at 
his feet. 

“What is the matter, George? Are you 
hurt?’’ was Mr. Weeks’s first remark. - 

“I am killed!’’ George answered. :.‘‘I have 
shot myself.’’ : 

“Oh, no,” said Mr. Weeks, “‘you are only 
scared.’”’ He endeavored to encourage George 
with the idea that it was only a scratch, and 
as no blood could be found near the wound, 
which looked just like a red spot on the skin, 
it was at first thought the ball had glanced 
off. ‘Mr. Weeks at once summoned Dr. Green, 
and had George carried to his home. The 
doctor, after a careful examination, 
found that the ball had entered the 
lower portion of the abdomen, on the 
right side, but could not trace its course. Dr. 
Cooper, of Atlanta, was summoned by tele- 
phone, and came out to Decatur. George was 
placed{underithe influence of an opiate, and the 
ball probed for, but without success. Ho rap- 
idly grew weaker, and the doctors fear inter- 
nal hemorrhage. It is believed that the ball 
took.a downward course, and it is possiblé that 
no vital spot has been wounded. ‘The doctors, 
however, feel anxious, and have but little hope 
for recovery. 

George Ramspeck is one of Decatur’s bright- 
est boys, andthe news of the sad accident 


_ caused great excitement and universal regret 


throughout the town. Many friends and 
neighbors tendered their services in any ca- 
pacity, and all the afternoon the family resi- 
dence was surrounded by groups of anxious 
friends, iquiring for the latest opinion of the 
doctors. At alate hour the patient was rest- 
ing easily, and apparently suffering but 
little.

THOSE LOTTERY LAWS 


ARE GOING TO GET SOUE GEORGIA 
EDITORS INTO TROUBLE. 


Detective Henry Booth Is in Atlanta—He 
Tells About Catching the Alabama 
. Editors Napping: 


Mr. Henry Booth, the famous detective of 
the United States postal service, is in At- 
lanta. ; 

The presence of detective Boothin Atlanta 
at this time, when the government is so much 
on the alert for violations of recent laws about 
the lotteries, carries an interest with it. Tho 
chances are that nothing else has brought him 
here. 

Mr. Booth, as well as many other detectives 
in the mail service, has been hard at work 
throughout this section of the south recently. 
The lottery laws proved a picnic for them, and 
the newspapers have been the chief victims. 

Itisamusing to hear Mr. Booth tell of his 
raids on the enterprising, but in this instance 
careless, newspapers of Alabama. 

GATHERING THEM IN. 

“Tam not the man who caught the usually 
wide-awake editor of The Age-Herald nap- 
ping,’”’ he said. to a CONSTITUTION representa- 
tive, ‘but I pulledin four of the Alabama 
papers.”’ 

“Which papers ?’’ 

“The Montgomery Advertiser, The Selma 
Times, Tho - Southern Star, of Ozark, 
Ala., and The Pratville Progress. They 
all were held up and cases were brought 
against their editors for printing lottery ad- 
vertisements,"’ 

‘*What do the editors say ?’’ 

“Well, they have different evidence to ren- 
der. Some were not informed in time and the 
others gave reasons that claim a hearing, and 
I think the cases will be light for each of the 
editors. The punishment is light in such 
offenses, anyhow.”’ 

“Did you arrest all the editors ?’’ 

“Oh yes, but it simply amounted to making 
out cases against them. They gave bond, and 
are ready for trial. Last Sunday I seized 
about 400 copies of the Age-Herald and held 
them over at a little station on the road. 
The papers were sent out on the accommoda- 
tion train, early in the morning.”’ 

WHAT’S HE DOING HERE? 

‘*Have you come to Georgia to arrest any of 
the editors ?”’ 

‘Well, | wouldn’t be surprised,’’ Mr. Booth 
said in a hajf-laughing way that told too 
plainly the object of his visit to 
Atlanta. “Tl let you hear from 
me, however, later on that score, 
and the chances are that I'll have a longer 
story to tell you than I have told about those 
Birmingham fellows.’’
